DISBARRED BY COURT 


DENVER, Col., Dee. 9.—(4)—Ben 
|B. Lindsey, militant exponent of com- 
panionate marriage and noted former 
Denver juvenile court judge, today 
disbarred from the practice of 
_law in Colorado by the state supreme 
court for accepting money from a 
prominent New York and Denver so- 
ciety matron for legal services while 
he was on the bench. 

Lindsey immediately upon being ap- 
prised of the decision, issued a state- 
ment asserting he was the victim of 
| political persecution, 
| ‘The former juvenile judge was 

charged specifically by the bar asso- 

ciation with accepting $37,500 from 
| Mrs. Helen Elwood Stokes, divoreed 
wife of W. E. D. Stokes, New York 
| multi-millionaire, for services in con- 
| testing Stokes’ will which cut off his 
| two children by the second Mrs. 
Stokes, James and Helen Muriel, 
without bequests. 

Through Lindsey’s interest in the 
Stokes case the mother was able to 
obtain for her two children approxi- 
mately $3,000,000 from the estate of 
her former husband, .in addition to 
$156,500 for services as guardian of 
the children under an order issued by 
Lindsey as judge of the juvenile 
court. Her remuneration was in the 
form of stocks in a company organized 
by the estate usimg these as collateral. 
| She borrowed the money to pay Lind- 
| sey, the record sets forth. The widl 
|left the money to W. F. D. Stokes, 
Jr., a son by a former marriage. The 
case was settled out of court by agree- 
ment, 

Contending he had befriended Mrs. 
Stokes, that his services to her were 
disassociated from his work in the 
juvenile court and that he acted 
“merely as arbitrator and mediator,” 
| Lindsey denied in his argument be- 
fore the supreme court that his prac- 
tices had been unethical.. The $37,- 
500 received from Mrs. Stokes, he 
asserted, was a “gift,” as was $10,- 
0OO received from Samuel Untermyer, 
of New York, an attorney for Mrs. 
Stokes. 

Lindsey contended the “‘gift” he had 
received from Mrs. Stokes had been 
|approved by the probate court and 
| that when he had offered to return 
the money as well as the $10,000 
received from Untermyer, the bene- 
factors refused to take it back. 

“Unless” recited the court's opin- 
ion, “one has the moral strength of 
character to stand immovable in his 
fidelity to duty against the allure- 
‘ments of money and to resist tempta- 
‘tion to do those things that are pro- 
| hibited by law and to the judge, then 
‘he no longer possesses that indispens- 
'able moral character which the good 
| of society and the administration of 
| justice demand of an attorney and 
counsellor at law.” 
| The former judge, in the statement 
said the debarmentd case “is part of 
| the conspiracy of my personal and po- 
_jitical enemies against the judicial 
/ and social reforms and changes I have 
stood for. The chief justice who ren- 
ders this opinion is a member of the 
old political machine which I fought 
| in my writings.” 

Lindsey, although admitted to the 
bar in California some months ago, 
has continued to live in Denver, writ- 
ing and lecturing.

BOYKIN INCOME TAX 
SUIT GETS UNDER WAY 


Case Will Determine If Geor- | 
gia Is to Add Large Sum to 
Yearly Income. 


Test of the constitutionality of the 
Boykin income tax act started 
Monday morning before Judge BH. D. 
Thomas in Fulton superior court and 
will be completed late this afternoon 
or Wednesday morning. The hearing 
before Judge Thomas is the first court 
skirmish im a battle which is expect- 
ed to go through the state supreme 


court and perhaps the United States 
supreme court, in determining wheth- 
er or not Georgia will add a large 
sum of money to her yearly revenue 
from a tax similar to the income levy 
by the federal government. 

An answer and a demurrer filed by 
R. C. Norman, state tax commission- 
er, to the petition for injunction pre- 
|sented by a number of Rome citizens 
and manufacturers, were read to the 
court Monday. The answer and de 
murrer contend that the state income 
'tax is constitutional and allege that 
'no cause of action is set forth and 
that there is no equity in the peti-! 
tion. 

The plaintiffs in the case are H. P. 
Meilkeham, Pepperell Manufacturing 
Company; John M. Berry, Rome Hos- 
iery Mills, Cherokee Hosiery Mills; H. 
A. Dean, as executor; A. A. Chapman,

In outward appearance British and 
American cars do not vary much to- 
day, since the development of body 
work in both countries has tended to 
converge in the past few years. Per- 
haps British designers shew a greater 
preference for straight lines over 
curves in their designs. And it is not 
uncommon to see in place of paint a 
colored fabrie finish, used either on 
ordinary steel panels or stretched over 
a special “featherweight” frame built 
with flexible joints to prevent distor- 
tion by road shocks. 

But the chief difference between 
British and American machines is in 
the power of their motors. This is 
due mainly to the high rate of the 
British annual tax, $5 per cylinder 
horsepower, which compels our manu- 
facturers to produce small high-effi- 
ciency engines for the popular market. 
Moreover, the higher fuel consumption 
of a large motor is a serious draw- 
back when gasoline costs 32 cents the

(American) gallon. So the average 
British car ranges from ten to fifteen 
cylinder horsenower, with a gas con- 
sumption of one gallon for 25 to 30 
miles. But in spite of their most cost- 
ly upkeep several American makes are 
old favorites in Britain, especially 
among persons such as “society” doc- 
tors and company promoters who pre- 
fer a large, imposing car for business 
reasons but cannot afford the price of 
a British model of such fine appear- 
ance. 

Other common mechanical differ- 
ences include the use of four forward 
speeds instead of three, due to the 
lower power of British motors, and of 
ignition by magneto instead of battery 
and coil. Four cylinders are still the 
rule among the cheapest models but 
most manufacturers also offer “sixes” 
for the man who is prepared to pay 
$1,200 to $1,500 for the benefits which 
they confer. 

Appearance of “Babies.” 

The chief development within the 
past few years, however, has been the 
appearance of the “babies.” These 
little cars have been a Godsend to the 
comic papers, for they look like over- 
grown baby-buggies and can be ga- 
raged in the hal. Nevertheless, their 
tiny seven-horsepower engines are re- 
markably efficient and their bodies can 
hold three grown persons with reason- 
able comfort. Their speed also is 
adequate for British conditions, and 
they are very cheap to maintain. Ina 
recent road race two of these midgets 
held an average speed of 60 miles for

The 
net cost of gas would have been $1.80 
for the first 1,000 cubic feet; $1.30 
for the second and third 1,000; 75 
cents for the fourth and fifth, and 
65 cents for each 1,000 in excess of 
5,000 cubic feet per month, 
The new rate will have a service 
charge of 65 cents per month. The net 
cost of gas will be $1.30 for the 
first 1,000 cubic feet; $1.10 for the 
second and third; 85 cents for the 
fourth and fifth; and 75 cents for 
each 1,000 in excess of 5,000 cubic 
feet per month. 

Contract Not Considered 

The rate was fixed by the public 
service commission without passing 
upon the contract between the Atlanta 
Gas Light Company and the Southern 
Natural Gas Corporation from which 
it buys the natural gas. 

This contract was submitted to the 
public service commission, it was said, 
but a hearing on the reasonableness 
of the rates at which the gas was 
purchased wholesale was continued 
from time to time at the requests of 
both parties. 

“The commission has not gone into 
a consideration of the reasonableness 
of rates set forth in said contract, but 
assuming that said rates are satis- 
factory to both parties and that the 
local company secured the lowest pos- 
sible rate, and in consideration of 
similar rates for natural gas at other 
sections in the country, the commis- 
sion does not, at this time, regard said 
rates as being too high,” the order 
said.
